This type of glazing will obtain a 
high degree of thermal insulation 
and eliminate the condensation of 
moisture on the glass. Aluminum 
sun screens on the south and east 
sides of the structure will provide 
an interesting architectural treat- 
ment and add to occupants’ coin- 
fort by eliminating the direct rays 
of the sun. 

A feature of the building will 
be the latest and most modern 
type of all-year gas alr condition- 
ing. The system will provide auto- 
matic unit control of temperatures 
for the office space within the 
structure. It is pointed out ‘that 
the all-year gas air conditioning 
planned for the building also will 
result in a minimum of upkeep 
while assuring the finest type of 
air conditioning comfort.
